BIRD SCULPTURES AT 
GILLIANS PARK 


As a focus to the New Park at Blackbird Leys, it was de- 
cided to incorporate birds at two main entrances. The 
Birds have been made in metal by John Buckley a local 
sculptor from Wallingford, who created the shark in 
Headington. 


The Birds at the Western end of the park comprise 2 
Ducks, a Cockerel and a Skylark feeding its young. Those 
at the Eastern end are Barn Owl, Cormorant, Heron, Swan 
and Red Kite. In view of the Northfield Brook, which 
separates the park from the existing Blackbird Leys 
Housing, there are a predominance of water birds. Two 
Ducks, a Swan, a Heron and a Cormorant with fish. The 
exotic Cockerel is inspired by the nearby City Farm. The 
Red Kite was selected as it has recently been released into 
the area, and is the largest local bird of prey. Being a Park 
that is frequented by local families, it was felt appropriate 
to have a bird feeding its young. 


The choice of birds seemed appropriate in view of the 
name of neighbourhood. Initially the Blackbird was con- 
sidered, however a range of birds associated with the area 


was finally decided. This offered scope for a range of 
exciting images. Inevitably they have been painted black. 


Some of the birds are quite rare, including the Barn Owl, 
the Red Kite and the Skylark. This focussed attention on 
the importance of understanding the effects of environ- 
mental change on wildlife. Hopefully as the Park matures, 
it will become increasingly attractive to birds. Many of 
the plants have fruits and berries, which will be an added 
attraction. 


The commisioning of the Bird Sculptures seemed an ap- 
propriate way of celebrating the opening of this important 
new park. Local people can enjoy contemporary sculpture 
on the doorstep without having to make a trip to the gal- 
lery. The Birds give this park its own identity, and set it 
apart from other parks in the city. 


Oxford City Council is anxious to maintain the Park to the 
highest standards.

BLACKBIRD LEYS PARISH COUNCIL 


The Parish Council came into being 5 % years ago. 

It was formed as part of the changes in local government 
and at the time of the boundary changes. 

The area covered is the whole of Blackbird Leys includ- 
ing the new housing and also includes the area covering 
the retail park and the small area situated on what was 
part of the old Rover factory site. 

Whai, you may ask, does the Parish Council do? 

Part of our job is to help - where possible - to make 
Blackbird Leys a good place for people to live and to 
bring up their families. 

We help with planning and other issues by trying to put 
to the City and County Councils what people want or 
disagree with so that local residents will feel they have a 
Say in decisions that are made. 

Last year, the Parish Council paid for lighting to be put 
across the park on Cuddesdon Way and this year we 
agreed to give considerable financial support for three 
years to the Blackbird Leys Youth Centre. 

The Parish Council meet on the first Tuesday of each 
month at 7.30 p.m. 

Meetings are usually held in the Council Housing Office 
in Cuddesdon Way but are sometimes held in The Barn 
in Nightingale Avenue. 

We currently have some vacancies for co-option to the 
Parish Council so if you are interested in getting involved 
with Blackbird Leys as a whole (not just your own patch) 
and are over 18 years old, please contact me. 

Ethnic minority members and younger people are par- 
ticularly welcome since they are currently underrepre- 
sented.
